Sgt. Robert Parker of the Andover police detective divi- 
sion, reported this week the situation was ‘‘still bad,” despite 
some good arrests earlier this month. 

Sgt. Parker said that the Andover police had made some 
significant arrests earlier this month which could clear up 
some of the major breaks in town. Those apprehended are 
awaiting court action.

Whether the action will have an effect on reducing the 
burglary rate in town remains to be seen, however. 

Another instance saw two Andover officers intercepting 
what appeared to be some persons setting up to break in, but 
there was insufficient evidence to make arrests. It is felt,

| Traditional Mode Plans On Target 


All systems will be go for the 
launch of a traditional school 
alternative in Andover in 
September, by the last day of 
school in June. 

Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott Tuesday night 
presented a time table for es- 
tablishing the alternative. 

‘‘Rest assured,’’ he said, 
‘we're going to do it and we’re 
going to do it well. We are com- 
mitted to it thoroughly.”’ 

By June, he said, pupils will 
have been selected for the 
program; classrooms iden- 
tified, equipment and supplies 


ordered, and teachers selected 
and parents oriented. 

The only hitch appeared 
Tuesday night when he in- 
dicated he was planning one 
traditional classroom for each 
grade for the whole system. 

The committee said their un- 
derstanding had been that 
classrooms were to be com- 
mitted on the basis of interest. 

Phase I of the preparations 
have already gotten underway, 
Westcott said, with a study of 
what steps might relieve over- 
crowding at. the secondary level 
next year. A report on that 


question will be forthcoming on 
February 3. 

The various alternatives, 
such as 4-4-4 reorganization, 
portable classrooms, rented 
facilities, purchase of ad- 
ditional space, and tuition to 
other systems, are part of the 
picture, Westcott said, because 
selection of any one of them 
might affect the probable loca- 
tion of the traditional 
classrooms. 

Phase II begins in January, 
with a report to the school com-

The Andover Education 
Association, involved in a year- 
long contract dispute with the 
school committee, has trouble 
on another front. 

The 300-member teachers’ 
group is being challenged by the 
fledgling Andover Federation 
of Teachers, an affiliate of the 
American Federation of 
Teachers and the AFL-CIO, for 
local leadership. 

The AFT has succeeded in 
getting the state Labor 
Relations Board to set an elec- 
tion for January 16, to see 
which of the two will be the 
bargaining agent for Andover 
teachers. All teachers here will 
be eligible to vote, between 
10:30 a.m. and 5 p.m. at San- 
born School. 

John McCusker, Andover 
High history teacher and presi- 
dent of the AFT, said the group 
got off the ground a year ago 
and now has 65 members. 

Last March, he said, they 
started looking for “‘challenge 
cards,’’ to present to the labor 
board, on the theory that it 
would be healthy to have an 
election in town between two 
labor groups. There has never 
been one before. 

The group finally got cards 
from the required 30 percent of 
the town’s teachers, and decid- 
ed that this would be the best 
time to make the move, with 
the AEA’s contract dispute go- 
ing to factfinding. 

‘“‘We are small but we hope to 
at least point up that the 
Massachusetts Teachers 
Association (the AEA’s parent 
group), has ignored Andover 
teachers for years and now all 
of a sudden has come in with 
some questionable tactics’’ 
McCusker said. 


One of those tactics, he said, 
was ‘‘marching around the 
flagpole.”’

process of examining all of the 
final financial business of the 
co-operative. 

The books are currently being 
audited by a certified public ac- 
countants. 

Still to be determined is how 
much the co-operative must 
pay into the pension fund for the 
loyal employees of the Co-Op 
who served for many years. 

These matters along with a 
final determination on how 
much has to be paid in taxes, 
will result in the officers being 
able to send notices to all 
stockholders, hopefully by Feb. 
1, advising them as to the 
procedure to follow in cashing 
in their stock certificates. 

Preliminary indications are 
that there will be a slight in- 
crease in the par value, but this 
will not be known until all 
figures are finalized, Thompson 
said. 


A plea for additional per- 
sonnel time for the 766 program 
in Andover was answered by 
the school committee Tuesday 
night, and some 65 special 
youngsters who have been in 
need of teacher-tutors, will be 
receiving help come January. 

The committee approved the 
transfer of $18,000 from its ex- 
pense budget to the salary ac- 
count, to provide the equivalent 
of three more special needs 
teacher-tutors for the 
remainder of the school year. 

The three positions will ac- 
tually,ybe filled by several part- 
time people, many of them ad- 
ditional time people who are 
already employed, according to 
Mrs. Pamela Kvilekval, 766 
pupil personnel administrator. 

She said she would recom- 
mend persons to fill those 
positions at the Jan. 5 school 
committee meeting, and they 
could be on the job the following 
morning. 

The $18,000 will be coming 
primarily from speech and 
hearing and learning disability 
areas, and Superintendent 
Kenneth R. Seifert added Tues- 
day night that the administra- 
tion might be coming back to 
the committee with more 


transfer requests in coming 
weeks. 
When Mrs. Kvilekval made 


this original request, there 
were approximately 100 
youngsters on the waiting list 
for attention. Some 35 will still 
remain there. 

Committeeman George 
Olesen said the committee 
Should start thinking about in- 
creasing the system’s teacher- 
pupil ratio next year, to make 
up for the more individual 
attention required by the state- 
mandated 766 program. 

Seifert responded that the 
program will have to be 
revamped and that ‘‘groupier 
instruction’ will be the trend, 
because ‘‘we simply can’t af- 
ford otherwise.”’

Mrs. Kvilekval said there 
may be 10 special needs cases 
in the system where there is 
one teacher to one pupil. In 
most instances, she said, there 
are two to six pupils per 
teacher or tutor.

Electric Co. 
To Lower 


Fuel Charge 


Massachusetts Electric Com- 
pany today announced that for 
the second time in two months it 
has filed with the Department of 
Public Utilities (DPU) to lower 
its fuel adjustment charge. 

The filing follows closely a 12 
percent reduction in the fuel 
charge for December and, if ap- 
proved by the DPU, will bring to 
over 30 percent the amount the 
fuel cost portion of customers’ 
bills has dropped since 
November. 

Commenting on the filing, 
Massachusetts Electric Presi- 
dent William J. Cadigan said, 
‘The new charge of just over 1.2 
cents per kilowatthour means 
that residential customers using 
500 kilowatthours of electricity 
per month will pay about $1.80 
less for fuel than they did in 
December and nearly $3.00 less 
than November.”’

The playing fields, covering 
nearly 30 acres, were developed 
in the. early 1920’s by the 
American Woolen Company for 
that purpose and have been 
used by Andover families ever 
since. Some older Andover 
residents may remember that 
the Shawsheen Village Athletic 
Association Soccer Team won 
the Ameriean Soccer Cham- 
pionship in 1925. During the re- 
cent forum held at the Sacred 
Heart School, it was pointed out 
that the Federal Government’s 


Cadigan explained the drop has 
been due to a combination of 
things. ‘‘Lower than estimated 
costs for residual fuel oil, a 
greater availability of cheaper 
hydroelectire and nuclear power 
and warmer than normal 
weather have caused our actual 
fuel adjustment charges to be 
substantially below what we had 
estimated,” he said. 

Concluding his remarks, 
Cadigan said, ‘‘While we are ex- 
tremely pleased to be able to 
pass along lower costs to our 
customers at this time, we must 
look realistically at the future. 
There undoubtedly will be times 
when fuel costs again will rise. 
However, we will continue our 
efforts to supply electricity at 
the lowest possible cost. 


A good way to save gas is to 
avoid bringing your car to a com- 
plete stop when it is not 
necessary. For example, if 
there’s a red light ahead and no 
cars behind you, roll slowly 
toward the intersection so you'll 
still have some momentum when 
the light turns green again.

Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
program could be utilized to 
purchase and improve the 
recreational areas. 

A special study committee 
appointed by the town manager 
to look into the feasibility of 
acquiring the Sacred Heart 
property has recommended 
against purchase of the 
buildings, but has suggested 
negotiating for the land. 

A number of uses were 
suggested for the Sacred Heart 
Sehool building and the Car- 
dinal Cushing Gymnasium, both 
of which should be included in 
the proposed purchase. The 
Friends of Shawsheen, com- 
prising over 200 voting 
members, indicated strongly 
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that they did not wish these 
buildings to be used for in- 
dustrial or commercial ac- 
livities which would generate 
additional traffic and parking 
problems for residents as well 
as commuters travelling 
through the Village. 

The association expressed its 
desire to work closely with 
town boards and organizations 
in order to further this objec- 
tive and hopes to undertake a 
program of public information 
over the coming months to 
emphasize the importance to 
the town of preserving the 
Sacred Heart properties for An- 
dover use. 

The association also voted to 
go forward with the steps 
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necessary to prepare for the 
nomination of Shawsheen 
Village as a National Historic 
District. Plans have been made 
to hold a public meeting on Jan. 
8, at which time represen- 
tatives of the State Historic 
Commission will explain the 
implications of the proposed 
nomination. The commission 
will respond to any questions 
from not only interested 
Shawsheen property owners, 
but also all Andover residents. 
The finaledecision as to whether 
to proceed with the nomination, 
however, will not be made until 
the association’s regular 
January membership meeting 
which will be announced in ad- 
vance.

Andover merchants were 
singing a much jollier tune this 
week than they were at Christ- 
mastime a year ago.

Reflections In Keeping 
With The Season 


Tis not the season to bear editorial judgment on dif- 
ficult or probing issues, but rather to look upon life in its 
more pleasant aspects in keeping with the holiday 
spirit. 

Thus, we shall comment briefly on some items to 
think about while trimming the tree, or getting Santa’s 
pack ready for next week’s journey, which is a manner 
of suggesting that time is running short for festive 
shopping. 

Among the items to contemplate - - 


The Postman 


To greet the new year, the U.S. Postal Service had 
planned to increase rates, making a letter to your Aunt 
May cost 13 cents, among some cost adjustments. 
Judge Sirica changed that, however. 

This, along with anticipated continued desires for 
better service, will result in numerous complaints being 
levelled against the postal department and generally 
passed along to the people who least deserve to be sub- 
ject to criticism. 

We speak, of course, of the letter carrier (note the 
designation, thus avoiding postman, postperson, or 
whatever). 

The carrier who faithfully delivers the mail daily to 
your door, has little to do with how rapidly the 
messages, or packages get to their destination. 

He or she simply performs the perfunctory task of 
getting the mail to your door. 

Frankly, here in Andover, we think these carriers do 
an excellent job, meeting the old criteria of ‘rain, 
snow, sleet or hail’’ to the fullest. 

At this time of year, their task is a little greater, but 
they accept their duties well and without complaint, and 
for their efforts at getting the greetings to their destina- 
tion on time, as well as their efforts throughout the 
year, we extend our appreciation. 


A Target Vanishes 


Until recently, observers of the local scene had at 
least one target to aim at annually, including editorial 
writers, in viewing the salary of Andover’s superinten- 
dent of schools. 

If memory serves correctly, the general tone of 
editorial comment or general conversation around town 
was that we should expect more from our school 
system, since our superintendent was the highest paid 
in the area. 

Suddenly, and almost without noticing, Dr. Kenneth 
R. Seifert, Andover’s superintendant of schools, has 
dropped to the bottom of the administrative salary 
totem pole for this area. 

Until a week ago, when the Methuen school com- 
mittee decided to assume the top spot, North Andover, 
which attempted to dictate how much it would like to 
spend on education at town meeting, only to have the 
courts tell it otherwise, held the number one position. 
Supt. of Schools Peter V. Garofoli was paid $32,358 and 
was number one until Methuen school committee 
members gave their superintendent an increase to put 
his annual salary at $33,170. 

Lawrence Supt. Maurice Smith is paid $31,500 a year 
and holds third place while Dr. Seifert falls to the bot- 
tom of the administrative ladder at $31,250. 

And, before delving into comparatives, we might note 
that all area adminstrators, like Dr. Seifert, have 
assistants and assistance at the administrative level. 

Searching for an answer to this development we have 
concluded that the traditional school systems around us 
have been progressive in salary, while Andover’s 
progressive concept has remained traditional, salary- 
wise.

WASHINGTON — The real 
reason the average American’s 
dollars are disappearing so fast 


Consumer Price Index, which is 
based on what prices were in 
1967. 

Since that time, prices have 
shot up 64 per cent, a pretty 
steep climb on anyone’s roller 
coaster. But taxes have soared 
more than double that rate. For 
the average family, taxes have 
increased at least 150 per cent. 

Even this breathtaking figure 
doesn’t really measure the true 
tax bite. It covers only income 
taxes and Social Security taxes.

Property taxes and sales 
taxes, for example, have been 
shooting up like sky rockets in 
most parts of the country. 

By the most conservative esti- 
mate, the total tax increase 
since 1967 is well over 200 per 
cent.

Get A Grip On Road 
For Winter Driving 


Safe winter driving means get- 
ting a grip on the road, and ac- 
cording to Thomas F’. O’Connell, 
Executive Vice President of the 
Massachusetts Safety Council, 
the grip drivers get depends on 
the tires and traction aids they 
select for winter use. 

“Drivers should check their 
tires to make sure they have 
plenty of tread for traction on ice 
and snow,”’ O’Connell said, “‘but 
even with new tires, braking is 


‘much more difficult in bad 


weather. 

The average car needs 17 feet 
to stop once the brakes are 
applied on clear, dry pavement 
at a speed of 20 miles per hour. 
On loosely-packed snow, the 
same car needs 60 feet to stop, 
and on glare ice at 25° F., brak- 
ing distance is 149 feet. 

“Reinforced tire chains are 
still a driver’s best winter trac- 
tion buy,’’ O’Connell said. 
“Chains on the rear wheels can 
cut a driver’s braking distance on 
snow at 20 miles per hour to 38 
feet. On glare ice at 20 miles per 
hour,” he continued, ‘“‘rear wheel 
chains can cut braking distance 

in half. 

‘‘In addition, chains give more 
than three times better accelera- 
tion traction than regular tires in 
loosely-packed snow, and more 
than six times better accelera- 
tion than regular tires on glare 
ice.”’ 

Snow tires, O’Connell said, cut

breaking distance on snow and 
improve acceleration on both 
snow and ice. 

Studded tires cut braking dis- 
tance and increase acceleration 
substantially on glare ice, but 
provide no benefits on loosely 
packed snow, added O’Connell. 

“Studded snow tires on rear 
wheels and regular studded tires 
on front wheels make a good 
combination for safe accelera- 
tion, braking and cornering on 
both snow and ice surfaces. 

In Massachusetts, studded 
tires can be used only between 
November 1 and May 1. 

O’Connell said motorists who 
are remounting studded tires this 
year should mount them in the 
same positions they were 
mounted in_last winter. Tire 
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studs, he said, wear at an angle, 
depending on the direction the 
wheel turns. If the direction of 
wheel rotation is reversed, he 
continued, the studs may loosen 
and fall out. 

He also warned drivers to 
avoid mixing tires of different 
constructions, noting that mixing 
radial and regular tires could 
alter vehicle handling 
characteristics. 

“Any type of tire a motorist 
chooses for winter use should be 
kept properly inflated according 
to the tire manufacturer’s 
specifications,’’ O’Connell said. 
‘Driving on tires with less than 
the recommended air pressure 
produces excessive heat build-up, 
which can result in sidewall 
damage. 

“It’s always important to 
choose the right equipment,” 
pointed out O’Connell, ‘‘but when 
it comes to choosing the right 
tires for winter driving, the 
choice is even more critical than 
most.

“Safe starting, stopping and 
cornering in winter weather 
depends on the grip a few square 
inches of rubber can get on wet, 
icy or snow-covered pavement. 
It’s worth the extra time and ef- 
fort to make sure that grip is as 
light as it can be.”’

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Unemployed Rate Rose Slightly 


The seasonally adjusted un- 
employment rate for 
Massachusetts rose from 14.1 to 
14.4 percent from September to 
October, according to John D. 
Crosier, Director of the Division 
of Employment Security. The 
national rate rose from 8.3 to 8.6 
percent in the same month. 

The Massachusetts unemploy- 
ment rate, commonly used as a 
barometer of the economy, con- 
tinued to be inflated by the very 
large number of individuals 
drawn back into the labor force 
in 1975 by the Federal 
Supplemental Benefit (FSB) 
Program. Only those few states 
like Massachusetts with an un- 
interrupted high level of un- 
employment since 1970 have ex- 
perienced this over-reaction to

He said the AFT wouldn’t 
picket and march unless they 
were on strike, and that they 
feel the AEA action merely 
aggravated the community. 

He said they also feel that 
over the years the AEA con- 
tract has slipped. 

For one thing, he said, class 
size used to be set in the con- 
tract, but that item was ‘“‘trad- 
ed off’’ one year. 

He said he felt poor judgment 
occurred primarily with the’ 
MTA, and that people at the 
local level have worked ‘‘very 
hard”’ this year. 

He said the AFT hoped to get 
a debate going and that people 
would be coming out to cam- 
paign from both the MTA, 
which he defined as ‘‘an 
association,’’ and the 
Massachusetts Federation of 
Teachers, ‘‘a union.”’ 


The threat of the AFL-CIO 
unit to take over for the 
teachers, follows the recent ac- 
tion of the principals to leave 
the AFA for the ‘‘other’’ major 
union, The Teamsters. 


Meanwhile the AEA, along 
with the school committee, is 
awaiting the factfinders report 
on their negotiations. The 


report could conceivably come 
before Christmas, but is ex- 
pected sometime after. 


the FSB Program of the Federal 
formula mandated for state un- 
employment estimates. 

The unemployment picture for 
the state is somewhat more op- 
timistic than that for unemploy- 
ment. Total nonagricultural 
wage and salary employment in- 
creased for the third consecutive 
month, with both the manufac- 
turing and nonmanufacturing 
sectors reaching in October the 
highest level yet reached in 1975. 

Manufacturing workforces 
rose 4900 in October and have in- 
creased over 23,000 since the July 
low for the year. The nondurable 
goods sector reported an 
aggregate gain of 3400 for the 
month, with all divisions up. The 
durable goods sector gained an 
aggregate 1500 jobs, largely in 
fabricated metals and in eletrical 
equipment and supply, the state’s 
leading manufacturing industry. 

Employment in nonmanufac- 
turing industries scored a net 
rise of 8200 in the month as 
seasonal gains in trade, services, 
and state and local governments 
offset cutbacks in construction 
and Federal government. Much 
of the gain in trade, government, 
and local transportation was 
related to the school and college 
openings. 


While recent employment 
developments are encouraging, 
there is some distance to go 
before the losses of the last year 
are recovered. Over the past 
twelve months, total payroll 
employment has dropped by 43,- 
000, with 60 percent of this in the 
cyclically sensitive durable 
goods sector, 27 percent in non- 
durable goods, and 13 percent in 
nonmanufacturing where losses 
in construction and affiliated in- 
dustries wiped out gains in trade, 
services, and government 
(where increases reflect 
Federally-financed CETA 
employees). 

Unemployment in 
Massachusetts in the last year 
has doubled from 168,300 to 337,- 
700. Since total employment has 
dropped only 42,400 in the year, 
much of the increase of 169,400 in 
the number of unemployed is due 
to the attraction of the powerful 
FSB program in drawing back 
100,000 or more individuals who 
would not otherwise be in the 
labor force.
